■^JVIarvir^B^ 
is frusti^ed, ^ingry 
ing a dilemma. 

The war on drugs, Bud- 
derman says, is being lost and 
is costing him. 

The 66-year-old Oakland 
man believes his sizable in¬ 
vestment in rental property 
along streets some call “the 
kill zone“ is in further jeop¬ 
ardy. 

He said conventional crime¬ 
fighting or “neighborhood 
watch” efforts have not had 
much impact on the area, 
which has a high crime rate. 


“It’s hard to rent out places 
when you tell people the apart¬ 
ment is down here on MacAr- 
thur,” said Budderman who 
owns 14 buildings in East 
Oakland from 73rd and 100th 
avenues between MacArthur 
Boulevard and East 14th 
Street. “People say, ‘What else 
do you have?’ 

“I Just patch over the bullet 
holes.” 

Investment stays in place 

Budderman said he needs 
help from police and the city. 

Two years ago, he suffered 
a concussion when a gunman 
hit him with a weapon, Bud¬ 
derman said. 


“I can’t leave my 0,000 
investment,” Buddernia said. 
“Drugs have ruined tli* area. 
Twenty-five years ago, $ was a 
nice place to live.”

This year, neaifone of 
his apartment buildingi in the 
7900 block of MafeVrthur 
Boulevard, there havS been 
two murders, a robbei vfand an 
arrest for possession K nar¬ 
cotics, police record 4 show. 
Last year was a bit cali.lpr: two 
felony assaults with n deadly 
weapon and two misdc! ^leanor 
assaults with a deadly m japon. 

Last month, a bloc : away, 
several gunmen ch led a 
fleeing drug dealer, lii ng 15 
shots but missing their irget. 


Capt. Richard Ehle said po¬ 
lice are handling about 8,000 
to 9,000 drug cases yearly 
citywide, a steady rate for the 
past 5 years. 

Dealers make big money 

“We have been focusing on 
crimes of violence in fhe last 
18 months,” Ehle saidf “6ome 
of these (drug dealers) are 
making $200 to $500 a day. 
They see their friends get 
killed, but that doesn’t stop 
them. 

“MacArthur is active, but 
we have places that are 
busier,” Ehle saic^‘People are 
going to hav^/ control their 
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
